Pending the organization of a new 
Government, Mr. Lin Sen, President 
of the Legislative Yuan, will be the 
acting President of the National 
Government, while General Chen 
‘Ming-shu, Garrison Commander of 
Nanking,” Shanghai and Weosung, 
will be’ acting President of the 
Executive Yuan. It is considered 
‘most likely that Mr. ‘Tong Shao, 
the veteran statesman, will be made 
President of the new Government.

Only One Student Dead 

: Dee. 18. 

It has now been officially es 
tablished that only one student lost 
fhis life as a result of the clash 
yesterday between students “and 
Soldiers at the offices of the “Cen- 
feral Daily News.”

CHINA’S MARKET 
Dee. 19. 

Whatever may have been the 
shortcomings of the British 
Economie Mission which recent- 
ly reported on trade conditions 
in the Far Bast, it will be 
admitted that it has succeeded 
in arresting the attention of 
British merchants at Home. 
Major John Colville’s speech to 
the Sheffield Chamber of Com- 
merce, briefly noted in the cables 
to-day, relied upon the Mission's 
report for the text on which he 
spoke in order to draw attention 
to the potentialities of the China 
market. It will be observed that 
ithe speech did not indulge in 
optimistic visions of an imme- 
diate increase of trade with 
China. Major Colville could 
not fail to observe that China, 
to put it mildly, is no more free 
from political’ troubles thi 
lother countries. He might hav 
gone further and drawn atten- 
tion to the serious economic 
which were hamper- 
here on the top of 
perhaps even more intractable 
obstacles which have, unfor- 
tunately, come to be ‘common- 
places with merchants here. Yet, 
as he suggested, there are 
grounds for faith inthe 
eventual emergence of strong 
factors favouring the develop- 
ment of improved and improving, 
trade relations between China 
and Great Britain. Only the 
other day a correspondent 
writing to this journal from’ 
Honan and despondingly noting 
the “great weight of inertia and 
indifference” in the interior and 
the failure of the authorities to 
improve means of communica- 
‘tion by railways and roads, 
declared that there were signs 
of, change for the | better. 
“There is,” he wrote, “enough 
responsiveness to make one 
hopeful.” In the same issue of| 
this journal, however, another 
correspondent outlined the 
tragedy of 2 three years’ gailant 
attempt by a Shanghai firm to 
establish a small dock and 
repair shop in the upper reaches 
of the Yangtze. Repeated 
changes in the personnel of the 
local government authorities, 
‘opposition, mainly of a political 
character, from various bodies 
hampered the enterprise. No 












































that this industry should be en- 
couraged appears to have carried 
weight, ‘The upshot was that, 
at the end of three years “the 
venture has had to be abandoned 
and all gear and machinery re- 
turned to Shangh 

It would be foolish to endorse 
general, if amiable, prognostica- 
tions on tratle in China without 
drawing attention to portents of 
his kind. It would be equally 
foolish to pretend that a failure 
here or there precludes hope of 
suecess elsewhere or to refuse 
to accept Major Colville’s view 
that the “inevitable force of 
social and commercial progress’ 
will before long assert itself, 
this country as in others. 
Yesterday, in reviewing the 
political situation at Nanking, 
this journal was at some pains 
to point out that, however com- 
parable the present crisis may 
be with others of the recent 
past, it did display certain 
unusual features which en- 
couraged hopefulness, Inciden- 
tally the confidence displayed 
by the domestic markets, after 
their deep depression of a few 
days earlier may be looked upon 
‘as, to. some extent, supporting 
this attitude. Actually China 
is in a most favourable position 
for commercial awakening. She 
is free of many of the complicat- 
ed troubles which are so vexing 
to European and American 
statesmen at the moment. Her 
ower of recovery is remarkable, 
The obstacles to it lie mainly in 
political defects, the mitigation 
of ‘which is ‘not impossible 
although, perhaps, exceedingly 
difficult." She is in the happy 
position of being wooed for the 
smiles of her consumers, if only 
she could be persuaded to let 
those smiles have free play and 
the full scope of their opportuni- 
ties she would not regret it, nor 
would her wooers either. 

The advice given by Major 
Colville to. Sheflield implicitly 
took these factors inté account, 
The audience—immediate and 
further afield—were, however, 
rightly warned against the dan- 
ger of failing to prepare for 
future possibilities. ‘The Thomp-

ment depends in the last resort 
on an ability to convince con- 
jsumers that the advertiser knows 
their needs and can meet them. 
‘The study of the requirements 
of the China market has been the 
subject of earnest correspond 
lence for years between firms in 
Great Britain and their repre- 
sentatives out here, The latter 
have had the better of the argu- 
ment, if it be realised that what 
they ‘have been saying for years 
the Thompson Report has dis- 
covered as a vital lesson for to- 
Jday. ‘They must hope that Major 
Colville’s plain speaking will so 
reinforce this welcome, if _be- 
lated, tribute to their wisdom 
that a really sustained and well- 
directed. effort will be made to 
remove the reproach of unpre- 
paredness and inadaptability 
from British trade policy in the 
Far East.

He has, 
however, been overborne by the 
dominating personality of Mr. 
Theodore whose plans for 
financial rehabilitation bore a 
strong likeness to those recently 
put forward at the General 
Election in Great Britain by the 
soundly-trounced Opposition. Mr, 
Theodore sought to institute 
“plans for the manipulation of 
the gold reserve, for the cen- 
tralisation of banking, for the 
creation of credit,” thus obviat- 
ing the need for'economy. He 
had become something of a 
Public hero by his successful 
emergence from the proceedings 
in which allegations had been 
made against personal 
probity. Mr. Scullin, on return- 
ing from England, had to choose, 
as he thought, between retaining 
Mr. Lyons with his unpopular 
‘views on finance and reinstating 
Mr. Theodore with approval of 
‘the extremists. This sacrifice 
‘of the country’s good for party 
jgain proved unavailing. It did 
not suceeed in mollifying the 
extremists, especially as Mr. 
Theodore eventually found that, 
in the face of the banks’ opp. 
tion, his plans could not be 
carried into effect, Although 
they believed in Mr. Theodore's 
financial jugglery the extremists 
disliked him personally. When 
fhe was constrained to admit that 
his jugglery could not be effect- 
ed, they turned on the Govern- 
ment of which he wi 
mainstay. So Mr, 
defeated in the 
presentatives and the appeal to 
ithe country came, 

Now Mr, Scullin, although re- 
turned by his constituency, ha: 
been defeated, not by the ex- 
tremists but by the overwhelming 
force of that public opinion 
which the extremists had defied 
and belittled, Mr. Theodore has 
been rejected by his constituency 
to add point to the rebuff 
administered by the country at 
large to the exponents of the 
leasy course. Here is another 
close parallel with the result of 
the recent General Election in 
the mother-country. As so often 
happens Mr. Sculiin has been to 
some extent the victim of cir- 
cumstances. TWo ¥% 
came into "office “with a most 
ambitious Labour programme, 

‘nancial conditions presented 
Australia and his administration 
‘with the gravest crisis in the 
history of the Commonwealth. 
The Senate had put a check on 
the exuberance of the Govern- 
ment’s Labour programme. The 
financial crisis forced the 
administration itself to coi 
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its other 
utomatically, 
result was to shake public con- 
fidence in Labour and to make 
Labour exceedingly dissatisfied 
with itself. A split comparable 
‘with that which occurred over 
conseription in 1915, rapidly 
developed in the Labour ranks. 
Tt has culminated in the defeat 
‘of the Labour Government by 
the extremist Labour men in the 
Legislature and by a coalition of 
moderates in the country led by 
a former Minister. 

Australia, in brief, has shown 
that the response made to thé 
report of Sir Otto Niemeyer on 
the need for drastic retrench- 
ment and loan conversion was 
no mere flash in the pan. The 
country has faced the rigours 
of the situation and, having 
experienced their’ earlier and 
personally inconvenient phases, 
is not afraid to persevere. The 
decision is worthy of the sturdy 
patriotism of the Australian 
ni It rekindles faith in the 
ability of the country to over- 
come the economic difficulties 
inherent in the situation. The 
telegrams have hinted that the 
contest has been one of the’ 
fiercest ever yet fought. Aus- 
‘tralia has, however, provided yet 
another proof of the soundness: 
of the doctrine that democracy 
is sane in its judgment if its 
leaders are not afraid to tell it, 
unpleasant truths.

“Work is beginning forthwith 
upon dykes above Wuchang” said 
Sir John Hope Simpson on Dee, 15, 
upon his return from his visit of 
inspection to that area. “Upon a 
treach in the main Yangtze river 
dyke which ig more than 800 yards| 
in length several thousands of men| 
who have been up till now in re- 
‘coipt of relief in the camps of Black 
Hill, Wuchang, and are by now, 
performing tasie for wheat wages. 
A great hole forty fect below the| 
bottom of the dyke was ceooped out 
by the flood. But in the reconstrue- 
tion of the dyke it will be straigh- 
tened to cut out this portion. As |

Sir John spoke of the enormous 
task facing the Commission with 
the courage born of long experience, | 
but in no way minimized its gravity.

Man Shot in Lonely Vacant 
House by Companions 


Shot in the back and dangerously 
‘wounded in a mysterious attempted 
assassination, an unidentified Chi- 
nese was conveyed to Ste, Marie's 
Hospital thortly after 7 o'clock last 
‘evening from an empty house in an 
alleyway, between Route Frelupt 
‘and Route Ghizi, A short time pre- 
vious to the shooting, four men 
accosted the alleyway Watehnian and 
asked to be shown an empty dwell- 
ing near by. The watehman ad- 
rifted the men and Teft. A. few 
minutes later one of the quartet 
rushed out of the house and sought 
refuge in an adjacent tea shop. On 
refusal, he ran back up’ the 
alley but soon dropped unconscious.

Dollar Craft Hits Buoys and 
HAS. Berwick 


Frequenters of the _ Shanghai 
waterfront, were treated to an un- 
expected thrill shortly before noon! 
yesterday when the big trans-Pacifie 
Dollar liner President Hayes, in 
endeavouring to avoid a collision| 
with a stone junk, tangled with the|

Relief Felt at Their Absence 
in Jukao 
Prox A Connespoxoes? 
Sukao, Dee, 6, 

Recently orders were received in 
JJukao that 2,000 soldiers were to 
be stationed here and preparations 
were asked to be made for their 
reception. With over 1,000 refugees 
from the neighbouring ‘food seetion 
‘on their hands, the Jukao people 
‘were not over-anxious to quarter so 
‘many soldiers without being able to 
see any good whatsoever’ coming 
‘out, of their presence here. Never= 
theless, preparations were made. 
The only available places were 
temples occupied by the ‘flood 
relief refugees, Although the 'xe- 
fugees were crowded together 
already, in order to make room for 
the soldiers several hundred re- 
Hfagees were sandwiched into other 

amples already oceupied by famine 
relief refugees, making these places, ° 
exceedingly unhygienic, to say the 

‘After all preparations were made, 
reports circulated, much to the relief 
of citizens, thatthe soldiers were 
not. coming. 

‘Banditry in North Kiangeu is mak- 
ing a new attack upon the country. 
Night launches no longer yun be- 
‘cause of the bandit activities. Even 
the Yangtze river steamer was ro~ 
cently relieved of considerable booty, 

‘There are several foreigners noth 
of the Yangtze in the Jukao, Tung- 
chow, Taichow and North Kiangs: 
Hhsiens, and until the recent. Vinson 
murder, none of these had thus far 
been seriously molested. Robberies 
have taken place and one was pub- 
liely attacked by person in 
soldier's uniform and relieved of his

Apparently all is going on rathor 
‘acefully. ‘The school children do 
lot of parading and give vent to 
their anti-Japanese feeling in

Interesting Lecture by the Rev. Findlay Andrew 
Choosing Those to Die 


Frow Ove Own 
a London, Nov. 25. 

A “iarge and distinguished 
audience listened with intense inter-| 
est to a lecture given at the Port: 
Jand Hall, London, W, recently by} 
the’ Rev. G, Findlay “Andrew,| 
ona, Pres. of the China In- 
land” Mission, entitled " “Famino| 
‘Sword and Pestilence”, Mr. Andrew 
has spent many years of his life 
‘engaged on relief work’ in China 
During the process of re-habilite: 
tion and re-construction after the 
great earthquake of 1921 he was 
in charge of 15,000 men, conducted| 
similar campaign after’ the famine| 
in the provinee of Kans in 1929-80] 
and is shortly returning to China un- 
der the International Iteliet Commi 
sion, to which he has. been loaned! 
by tho China Inland Mission, He 
confined ‘his remarks to his exper- 
fences in Kansut during 1929-80 sinee 
‘the conditions were more or less: 
typical of those prevailing through- 
ut the whole of the North of China| 
during those years. In view of the 
fact that it took six months to! 
traverse China from East to West| 
it would be understood why he eon-| 
fined himself to. this. one Province! 
when time was limited.

Mr, Andrew said he had no hesit 
tion in stating that although the 
earthquake of 1921 was responsible | 
ata vory conservative estimate, for 
the destruction of 1,000,000 lives in 
‘the space of about ten minutes, 
effects of the famine of 1929-30 
far execeded in intensity the effects 
of the earthquake, 

Andrew was sent to Kansu 

‘igate conditions, form some 
practical system of relief and report 
to headquarters, In March "1020, 
therefore he found himself faced 
with’ the prospect. of doing. this 
journey for the twelfth time in his 
‘experience, On reaching tho pro- 
yinee he said he felt it would hay 
been impossible to imagine the in- 
conceivable conditions. The high. 
Toad to the city of Lanchowfu was 
lined ‘with dead ‘and dying people| 
who, having exhausted their re- 
sources in their native villages and 
towns had embarked on a journey 
of ‘hopeless wandering. In scarch of 
food and drink, Inevitably weak-| 
‘ness overtook them and they just 
dropped at the wayside where they | 
stayed until they di One of the 
first things he was to organise 
burying parties, the bodies being 
carried out to a big pit which was 
dug outside the city. 

Tt was a heartrending experience, 
he ‘sald, to. go. into houses he had 
id in happier times and 

the occupants lying about in heaps 

in a dreadful state of decomposition. 

Then came the pestilence, which | 

always follows starvation. This was 

no respecter of persons, The daily 
deathroll of unidentified corpses 

averaged about 200, 

In the country districts the pro- 
blem was to dispose of the bodies 
‘but they did the best they could, 

ein the circumstances. Transport be- 
came impossible and for five weeks 
the road was blocked but eventuaily, 

Mr, Andrew left the province, float- 

ed on a ratt down the Yellow’ River| 

to Bolto and finally reached Peking! 
and arrived at the coast by the end 
of August 1920, "He then issued his 
report ‘startled. the world. 
The strain of witnessing so much 
suffering and pouring out sympathy 
in. the Knowledge that it. was im- 
possible to help, had told on him 
Yo mich that his first impulse was 
to take the first ship back to Eng- 
land on a long-overdue furlough. 

Te Was, however, revealed that 
there would be available for elie 
‘work a. ‘sum of a quarter of a 
‘nillion ‘Mexican dollars which. had 
been contributed through an Amer- 
ican Ageney on the condition that 
Mr. Andrew ‘undertook the work, 
There was nothing for it, therefore, 
but to commence the Tong and dan:

‘on. the: cohditions. in Kansu.  Al- 
though éxperienced in Chinese mat-| 
ters, this newspaper man, after| 
venching as far as Slunfu, sent a

He had reconls to prove that for 
‘every dollar subscribed by foreign 
ccuntries, the Chinese Government 
subscribed three to four dollars, To 
return to the expedition, Mr.” An- 
drew was joined by two other mis- 
sionaries and together they bough: 
old Ford truck and fitted it out 
with suficient provisions to last 
them for the whole journey of a 
thousand miles, with a surplus. in 
case they could not get food for the 
return journey. "Added to this they 
were obliged to. take the money 
with them in silver dollars since 
fn the regions where they hoped to 
et food for the inhabitants of the 
famine stricken area, no other sys- 
tem of payment was’ recognised. 


‘The danger of being attacked by 
Jbandits was, therefore, increased| 
& hundredfold, In this connection 
‘Mr, Andrew stated that when the 
expedition was over it was decided 
by common consent that the bandits 
had a peculiar respect for money 
intended for relief work and on two 
notable occasions actually returned 
bags of silver they had stolen on 
ing the object. Tt was ulti- 
mately found that no one single 
dollar had been lost through an act. 
of violence. ‘The Ford truck was 
not a beautiful object to behold but 
was eminently well fitted to cope 
with emergencies. On the sides for 
instance were strapped _ several 
strong boards which were invaluable 
for improvising bridges across 
‘ges and streams. After incredible 
difficulties and — encounters with 
bandits they ultimately reached| 
Lanchowfu in Kansu where they 
found that the pestilence had taken | 
‘off practically all the little colony| 
‘of eighty white people. With the| 
three newcomers there were only 
five white people and two children 
eft. With a sigh of relief the travel- 
lers went to sleep for a good night's 
rest only to be awakened before 
day-break that the bandits were at-| 
tacking in great force and were ac- 
tually climbing the city wall. After| 
the strenuous hand to hand fight they 
were finally beaten back and the 
little party, which ineluded a doc- 
tor, set to work to tend the wound- 
ed.’ Absolutely without any scient 
fie instruments or anesthetics they 
performed minor amputations, opera- 
tions and other feats. of surgery, 
by the aid of such elementary in- 
struments as ordinary — sewing] 
needles, penknives and scissors. Then 
the work of relief was begun. The 
most dreadful problem, Dr. Andrew 
aid, was that of selecting the ones 
they were to keep alive. This meant 
virtually that nine out of every ten 
were condemned to death. As it] 
was a question of feeding them for 
& period of two or three months 
until fresh erops were available and 
the supply of food was limited, it 
‘was obviously impossible to feed 
everybody. Tt would have been 
sheer eruelty to have given every- 
‘one two or three meals and then 
have been obliged to let them re- 
turn to slow death by starvation. 
‘The supplies of food were obtain- 
od from the districts up on the 
‘Thibetan borders and consisted of 
barley and beans which were 
‘brought down to Kansu, roasted, 
‘ground into flour, made into a paste 
‘and baked. On this it was possible 
to nourish the body over a long 
period. ‘The next problem was to 
get, the food inte the outlying 
irets. ‘This was managed after, 
much’ thought by loading gangs of 
the natives each with fifty Tb. bags| 
‘of the food and letting them find 
‘their own way to their destinations. 
In return they were given a propor- 
tion of food for eVery fifty miles 
they travelled. Some of the carriers 



































died on the way, but very little 
food was actually’ lost in transit by| 
this somewhat primitive method and

Andrew * was 
especially pleased that by judicious

} Murder a In: Mode in Kaifeng: 
Chief of Stat Shot

A few doys since a particularly 
}cool and cruel murder was commnit~ 
ted in the city, when the Chfef-ofs 
staff of Chairman Liu was shot

had been seduced from his allegiance 
to Sun, by the Governor's Chief-of- 
staff. “He was promised grade of

Last Wednesday night he sent out

that of the Chief-of-staff Peng, who 
‘was the only man wanted for the 
‘occasion. Needless to say there was 
‘no banquet, and the formal accept= 
‘ances of the Governor and the other 
invited guests were faked in order 
to mislead General Peng. 

He fell into the trap, and arrived 
in good time, as he wanted to be 
head of the Governor. His car was 
requisitioned, to send away, as if to 
assist in bringing other guests, thus. 
disposing of several of the followers, 
fof the Chief-of-stafl, Ho was met at 
the door by General Tswei, and es 
|corted within, followed by only one of 
hhis immediate attendants. ‘The car 
Jand the other men were sent on a 
fruitless quest of other guests to a 
tar point of the city, and it was 
forty-five minutes before these other 
attendants could return, to find 
within General Tswei's home. none

day's “North-China Daily News, 
which dealt with the psychology 
of the crowd, came up for dis- 
cussion with ‘the tiffin-time re- 
fresher. ‘There were several old 
travellers present; men who had 
either graduated into higher 
executive posts in their firms or 
who, when the interior became 
unsafe for journeying, changed 
their jobs for something more 
sedentary. Every one of them 
had had experience of crowds in 
China, which are somewhat 
different from crowds anywhere 
else. There are, of course, 
crowds which have the same 
characteristics as crowds el: 
where. The group which will 
collect in London or Yangtszepoo 
when some one begins to dig a 
hole in the road: the mob which 
ill clutter the pavement gazing 
at a man cleaning the windows 
fon the fifth floor: the gathering 
which will shout encouragement 
and appreciation at a dog fight: 
they are the same the world 
over. But there are one or two 
types of crowd which are almost 
unique—China’s very own, One 
is the crowd which attends to 
help a man do his work. A 
builder starts laying bricks for 
a wall, and his brother, first and 
second cousins, children, cousins’ 
children, and their friends drop 
round to give him a hand or a 
little advice. This collection of 
relatives attracts the attention 
of passers-by, who stop and look 
Since advice is being given 
to the builder, the passer: 
join in, and before long it is a 
‘comfortable reunion, the long- 
suffering labourer ‘being told 
how to mix his mortar or con- 
gratulated upon the way’ the 
‘third brick from the left has 
been Jaid. You would think that 
he would be exasperated by all 
this, but not a bit of it. He likes 
it. "He is used to it.” And if it 
ever ceased, he might not be 
able to earry on with his work, 


It ix not often, however, that 
the foreigner in the interior 
enjoys the support of a friendly 
crowd like this. Generally he 
does what he has to do under the

hostile, and then the foreigner 
has no choice but to carry on, 
pretending not to have noticed 
anything unusual.

The foreigner 
took his thin cane and followed 











the coolie. ‘The courtyard was 
unpleasantly crowded with 
seruffy, military men, but they 





opened a passage for him and 
he went through, keeping his 
eyes straight before him and 
looking neither to the right hand 
nor the left. In this way he 
reached the room, up the stairs, 
in which his two henchmen were 
besieged.

This 
understood, he led the way. The 
soldiers stood in a mass, barring 
the passage to the top of the 
stairs.

In 
perfect silence the soldiers 
opened their ranks and allowed 
the foreigner through.
